Why They Shoald st AU Times lie Otvaa 
Somftthlnc to Do# 

An important point in managing 
ohildren is to always have ready some- 
thing for the little hands to do at those 
times which oome quite often on rainy 
end other days when, tired of play, 
they listlessly gaze through the 
window or wander aimlessly about, 
not knowing what to do with them- 
selves. Children at such timys are a 
great trial to tho busy and often nerv- 
ous people of the house, and are quite 
likely to be scolded, though such a 
course is so unwise and unjust that it 
can lead only to the worst results in 
tho child's future. Calm and reprov- 
ing words, kindly spoken, are neces. 
sary with all bright children and are 
usually very effective, but words ut- 
tered in a sharp, scolding tone must in 
most cases work an Injury to the child's 
disposition. It is all the more sad. be- 
cause the matter could be so easily 
managed by a very little attention on 
tho mother's part. 

How often we hear mothers or older 
sisters say to some little child who Is 
full of desire to do right if it only 
knew how: “Do get something to do; 

how lazy you are; I never saw such a 
good-for-nothing child. I am sure I 
don't know what is to become of you.” 
and a great deal more of such talk, 
which, ahis, most people have heard 
too often. The child at such times is 
not in fault. It is the mother's duty to 
see that suitable work is always ready, 
and she should require the child to do 
a moderate task for which she should 
not be afraid to give a due measure of 
praise after it is done. Always be care- 
ful to see that the child is not kept too 
long at one task as such a course would 
be worse than idleness. 

It is worthy of note that the work 
given to a child has a great influence 
in molding the mind and taste. A child 
kept always at knitting stoc'irings or 
cutting carpet-rags will be very prac- 
tical, perhaps too much so. A wise 
mother will have a variety of work, 
both useful and omamoiital. Some 
parents think it useless to teach boys 
to sew or knit. It is not, however, for 
there are many times in a boy's life 
when such knowledge may be useful. 
I have often observed that many col- 
lege boys could mend their own clothes 
while they wore quite up in their 
classes. I think tho subject should bo 
thoughtfully considered by parents, 
seeing to it that time should never 
hang on their children's bands for 
want of something to do . — American 
Agricu Uurist.

TRADE IN DOG-SKINS. 



An Im^rtant Item lo the£zport BiuloeM 
of Chin*. 



Mr. Edgar, the Commissioner of 
Customs at Newchwang, in Mantchuria, 
in the last Chinese Customs Yellow- 
book, referring to the trade from that 
port in robes and mats made of the 
skins of dogs and goats, says it is gen- 
eral!^ supposed that dogs are picked 
up promiscuously wherever they may 
be found straying, destroyed, and their 
skins sold to dealers. This, however, 
is not tbe cose, for, although the busi- 
ness may have had its origin in this 
way, it is now as systematically carried 
on .os sheep-farming. There are thou- 
sands of small dog and goat-farms 
dotted over M.-vntchuria and tho eastern 
border of Mongolia, where from a 
score to some hundreds of dogs 
are annually reared on each farm, 
and where they constitute a regular 
source of wealth. A bride, for in- 
stance, will receive as dowry a n um- 
ber of dogs proportionate to the means 
of her father. It is probable, says 
Mr. Edgar, that in no other part of 
the world ore there to be found such 
splendid dogskins for size, length of 
hair, and quality, the extreme cold of 
these latitudes, where the thermome- 
ter registers 30 degrees Fahrenheit be- 
low zero, developing a magnificent 
coat. It is difficult to understand how 
the dog-farmer can afford with profit 
to rear the animals when the price of 
the robe Is taken into consideration. 
For one full-sized robe, say 80 inches 
by 86 inches, at least eight animals are 
required. Putting the price real- 
ized at $3-60 for a robe, 
this would only allow about 
45 cents per skin. Including the 
selection, for the skins must match in 
color and length of hair, and cost of 
sowing. The animals are generally 
strangled in mid-winter, but not before 
they are eight months old, smd then 
the skins taken in a frozen condition 
principally to Mukden and Chinchow, 
where they are cured, assorted, and 
made into robes, mats, etc. Last year 
the robes are said to have been decid- 
edly Inferior in quality. The reason 
given is that orders went forward too 
late, and the farmers, waiting till they 
bad news of some demand, kept the 
animals alive until their winter coats 
began to fall off. The value of tbe 
trade from Newchang last year was 
about £40,000, against nearly £60,000 
the previous year. The decline was 
due to depreci^on in value and a de- 
creased demand from the United 
States . — London Time*. 



Then the 
blood accumulates faster than it can 
bo sent away from the heart, and th/t 
cavities thereof become more and mors 
weak and give way before tbe con- 
stantly Increasing pressure— that U 
dilatation instead of hypertrophy. 
Enlargement of the heart by over- 
growth of its muscular substance is 
always a conservative process, doing 
good and not to be interfered with, 
while dilatation of tho heart from 
etretching of its cavities la always of 
evil aug^ury. 

A vast amount of suffering is dxe V> 
the so-called chronic rheumatism, in- 
stead of one, there are probably sev- 
er il different diseases confounded to- 
gether under this name. They bare 
all some characteristics In common, 
which doubtless occasions this confu- 
sion. Some cases of locomotor ataxy 
are for years supposed to be chronic 
rheumatism or neuralgia, while 
large numbers of dry inflammation of 
the hip joint are treated as cases 
of sciatica. The pains often felt 
in tho muscles and termed 
muscular rheumatism ore not 
often of a rheumatic nature 
in any sense. Some recent authorities, 
indeed, hold that most of these pains 
are caused by the presence of the tri- 
china spiralis. As every one knows, 
the trichina, if present in sufficient 
numbers, cause intolerable suffering, 
fever and speedy death. If only a few 
are present the muscles in which they 
finally take up abode become sore, 
swollen and stiff for a few weeks, after 
which tho paln.s subside and all goes 
back to tho normal condition. Al- 
though this idea about ordinary mus- 
cular rheumatism has not been fully 
proven, it has to support it from a the- 
oretical standpoint After all the nerv- 
ous and muscular cases are disposed of 
as not rheumatic thero still remain a 
considerable list of case 3 which are 
traceable to acute rheumatism in the 
first place nr to prolonged exposure to 
cold and damp, or to one of these. 
The chronic rheumatism thus brought 
about may be greatly modified by care- 
fully attending to the clothing, habi- 
tation and habits of life generally. 
Cold and dampness must be avoided 
like thd rankest of poisons, and the ac- 
tion of the kindeys gently encouraged.

Th« Mo£^1*s Pr»coclc Throne nnd How It 
W'M De«troje(l. 

Of all the costly wonders that tho 
palace of the Mogul Emperors at Delhi 
contained, tbe most wonderful and the 
most costly was the peacock throne. ' 
It was constructed during the reign of j 
the magnificent Shah Jehan, and was 
Ihe work of a Frenchman, Austin, of ' 
Bordeaux, who had sought refuge at 
tho Mogul's court. It was estimated 
that the value of the wonderful throne 
was 6.000.IXX) pounds sterling, or nearly 
$30,000,000. 

It stood in tbe center of the beautiful 
“Hall ol Private Audience,'' which is 
still to be seen in a dilapidated state at 
Delhi, and which then formed a fitting 
casket Tor tho jeweled throne which 
it contained. In “Tho Archspology 
of Delhi” Beresford. as quotetl by Carr 
Stephen, gives the following descrip- 
tion of the throne: “In this hall was 

the famous {leacock throne, so called 
from its having the figures of two pea- 
cocks standing behind it, their tails 
being expanded.and the whole so inlaid 
with Mipphires, rubies, emeralds, jiearls 
aud other precious stones of appropriate 
colors as to represent life. The throne 
Itself was six feet long by four feet 
wide; It stood on six massive feeL 
which, with tho body, were of solid 
gold inlaid with rubies, emeralds and 
diamonds. It was surmounted with a 
canopy of gold BUjiportcd by twelve 
pillars, all richly emblazoned with cost- 
ly gems, and a fringe of pearls orna- 
mented the border of the canopy. Be- 
tween tho two peacocks stood a figure 
of a parrot of the ordinary size, said to 
have been carved out of a single emer- 
ald. On each side of the throne stood 
an umbrella, one of the oriental em- 
blems of royalty. They were formed 
of crimson velvet thickly embroidered 
and fringed with pearls, tho handles, 
eight feet high, being of gold, studded 
with diamonds.” 

• Some descriptions of the throne men- 
tion but a single peacock, but the best 
authorities credit the two. It has been 
held that the famous Koh-i-noor (moun- 
tain of light) WHS one of the jewels 
that ornamented the throne, and as this 
diamond, which has since come into pos- 
session of Victoria, was owned by Shah 
Jeann, the story may lie true. Shah 
Jehan was tho father of the famous 
Aurengzebe, who in 1659 wrested the 
empire from him and cast him into 
prison. According to some historians 
it w'lLS Aurengzebe who built the pea- 
cock's throne, but the weight of au- 
thority is in favor of Shah Jehan. 

When Delhi was sacked by the Pei' 
sians under Nadir Shah in 1730, the 
throne was plundered of its jeaels, 
broken up and curried away. A block 
of white marble now marks the spot 
where once stood this famous throne. 
The beautiful palace which once con- 
tained it has been turned into a fort by 
the English; and hideous barracks dis- 
figure the hall of private audience 
where once tho great Moguls sat in 
rough splendor. “Sic transit gloria 
mundi .” — Notes and Queries. 



FEEDING IN WINTER. 



How to Efface Tattoo Marks. 



How to Avoid s Considerable Waste of | 
CralD. I 

It is a waste of feed of any kind to | 
give to stock upon the ground, and 
especially any kind of grain. There 
is always more or less loss that with 
good management could very readily 
have been avoided, and that would in 
a very short time pay for the expense 
of providing suitable places for feed- | 
ing. Even the hogs ought to have a 1 
tight floor upon which their com can | 
be fed. rather than upon tbe ground. 
Rough feed given to cattle, sheep or 
horses, if fed on tbe ground, is certain , 
to have more or less of it trampled 
down and left. Tight floors, upon ’ 
which tho grain fed to hogs can be | 
thrown, and feeding-troughs or boxes 1 
to feed grain to tbe other kinds of I 
stock, with racks or mangers for all | 
kinds of rough feed, will prevent such 
loss. If all the stock are kept upon 
tho farm that the feed raised will keep 
in good, thrifty condition, it will pay | 
to fesd so as to avoid waste as much as | 
possible. And where a considerable | 
number of stock are kept, it will make : 
a difference in the amountt of feed 
well worth saving. 

Tho arrangements for feeding should j 
be made os soon as possible. Take a 1 
little time and plan to arrange conven- ! 
iently. It will o'tc;i make a consider- | 
able difference in the time required to | 
properly feed and care for the stock, j 
how the arrangements for feeding are. | 
made. A duo regard to the making | 
and handliug of the manure should al- . 
eo be considered. The making, saving T 
and applying of all tho manure possl- | 
ble should always bo made an item, 
and In planning the feeding arrange- | 
ments this should always be considered. | 
The feeding arrangements need not be , 
expensive; they should, however, be \ 
convenient, strong and tight, so as to ! 
save time and feed. — Prairie Farmer. I 



Europeans who have been foolish 
enough, cither In youth or ago, to tat- 
too themselves like Fiji Islanders, Pat- 
agonians or any other race of pic- 
turesque savages, may bo interested to 
hear that Dr. Variot, of Paris, has dis- 
covered a simple but effective method of 
removing red or blue pictorial devices 
from tbe human skin. M. Variot has 
embodied the results of his experiments 
in an elaborate tr A.tiso on tattooing in 
ancient and modern times, which hns 
been sent to the Paris Biological So- 
ciety. Further, the doctor has experi- 
mented on prisoners in the Central In- 
firmary, to which he Ls attached, and 
on hospital patients, all of whom have, 
of course, offered themselves volun- 
tarily for the operations. M. Variot 
has also tested the efficaciousness of his 
method in removing black or brown 
beauty-spots or moles from tho skin of 
amlmals, and has found it eminently 
successful. His modus operand! is to 
^rick tho marks or spots with noc^dles 
until the bloml flows, then to inject tan- 
nin, and finally to cauterize with nitrate 
of silver. Very little inconvenience is 
felt by the person operated upon, un- 
less, of course, tho marks extend over 
a largo surface. The wounds caused 
by the pricking and cauterization be- 
come black for a time, then turn rod, 
and after a month or so the parts whloh 
have been treated arc almost indis- 
tinguishable from the adjoining flesh. — 
Paris Cor. London Tdegrai>h.

The class of chronic diseases Is quite 
a large one, and is important from 
every point of view. It may prove in- 
teresting to investigate the question 
why certain affections continue for 
years, while the history of others is 
always compressed into a few days or 
weeks. That is to say, some are 
chronic from the start, while others 
are always acute. There are others 
still which stand upon middle ground, 
sometime acute, at other times chronic, 
and still others again half way be- 
tween them. 

Tbe nature of the cause of a given 
disease has much to do with Its dura- 
tion. In the so-called essential fevers, 
such as typus, typhoid, relapsing and 
yellow fever, the cause is a minute 
vegetable organism that sdbms to at- 
tain its full development within a very 
short time, after which it produces its 
progeny and dies. There is no more 
chance of one of them becoming chron- 
ic than there is of raising several crops 
of oats or barley from once sowing the 
seed. 

In a second class the cause, again a 
microscopic growth, may go on grow- 
ing, mulUplying and developing new 
crops almost indefinitely. Such are 
tbe malarial fevers and all the affec- 
tions classed among the miasmatic 
disorders. 

Disease of the valves of the heart is 
not at all uncommon, and follows 
acute rbeumaUsm especially if it oc- 
curs in a child, with great frequency. 
The presoacs of valvular disease of

The circulation in Winchester, a year 
or so ago, of an anonymous publication 
which raised a g^eat rippet among the 
church people, by attacking the ministers, 
will probably be recalled.

Prar Uistoriaas. 

The Richmond Register and Judge Tom 
Cardwell, of Harrodsburg, are the poorest 
hUtorians in the State, yet both are locat- 
ed in cradle* of State hUtory. Last 
week. The Climax conUined a notice 
of old grandmother Tipton's wedding 
dress, carded, spun, wove, cut and made 
by her in 1788— a century ago. In Fri- 
day's issue of the Register, the following 
announcement U made : 

“Judge Tom M. Cardwell, of Harrods- 
buig, see* Tip’s loo-year old dress and 
goes him a quarter of a century better. 
He has a piece of dress 125 year* old, 
worn by hi* grand mother Mrs. Sarah 
Cardwell. Tbe cotton wa* raised in 
Shelby county , and was spun and woven 
into a dress by herself.* 

Every school-boy ought to know that 
125 years ago Kentucky was a howling 
wildemesa, into which no white man had 
ever ventured, much lest a woman. 
Everybody knows that Daniel Boone 
erected hU fort at Boonesborough in 1775, 
only 113 years ago, right here in Madison 
county. The site it yet visible, and being 
almost immediately under the somewhat 
aquiline nose of our neighbor, the above 
break in history ought not have occurred. 
Then Tom Cardwell live* on the spot 
where Fort Harrod stood, and claims that 
it was built only a little before the fort 
at Boonesborough wa* erected, and yet he 
is raising cotton in Shelby county 
twelve year* before the first shovel of dirt 
was thrown in Harrodsburg. 

These historian* remind u* of a young 
la wrer In a neighboring town who went out 
on Spencer Oeek, which is protably not 
far from KiddrHIe. to make a turnpike 
speech. He ws* a mere boy, and greatly 
embarrassed by the array of older men 
around him. He spoke a* follow* : 

“Fellow citizens — Not more than forty 
nor less than sUty year* ago, the wild 
Ingin* were a euttin’ snd a sUshin’ up and 
down Spencer Creek like any thing. 

At this jnncuire an old palsied soldier 
ofiSiz, witha squeaky voice arose and 
chimed in— *^oung man, I promise you that 
itn lie.wFor nigh onto eighty year* a* boy 
and man have I lived on Spencer Creek, 
and narry a d— d Ingin have I seed.” » 



The Tarkej Trade. 

Messrs. Gilman & Brent, of this city, 
have shipped 25.000 turkeis this seasofv 
from this place, Richmond and Flemings- 
Bu**, Aggregating 227^33 pound* net. 
Over half of them were shipped from here. 
They averaged about 9 pounds, for which 
they paid an average of cenU per 
pound. The country appears to still be 
full of them, a* they are coming in from 
all section* in great droves. Clay Stone 
brought in 500 from Little Rock precint, 
Friday, and Jesse Duncan, an old colored 
man, brought in 900 from the North Mid- 
diletown precint, in one drove. These 
gentlemen are now paying but 6 cents per 
pound on foot, owing to the market being 
glutted with Western turkeys. It is only 
this year that the Western turkeys have : 
cut any figure in the market, but now the 
Western bird* are offering Kentucky a 
fair rivalry. We have no figure* yet from 
Fayette, Scott, Clark, Montgomery, Nich- 
las and a few other counties in the Blue- 
grass, but it is uot too large an estimate to 
say that the Blu^rass district* will have 
shipped 25,000 turkeys at the end of the 
season. — Paris Newt.

Koae Hat Orthsdox Need Apply. 

Peculiar religious views teem to have 
become a burden to the church people of 
long-established and standard principles 
in Richmond, and at last a movement has 
been inaugurated to say to the encroach- 
ers, “thus for shall thou come" &c. 

On last Wednesday night, the Rev, Dr. 
Hamilton, of the Second Presbyterian 
church, preached in the First Presbyterian 
church. He referred to a certain London 
cobbler as a model of Christian consecra- 
tion, at the same time being a Unitarian. 
At the close of the sermon, Dr. Hamilton 
called on Rev. Dr. Forman to offer prayer. 
Dr. Forman arose and said he would first 
make a few remark* and then consider 
the matter of prayer. He said he did not 
feel like praying, after hearing such heresy 
from the pulpit, and in substance denom- 
inated the Unitarians as heretics, not capa- 
ble of consecration or any other good 
thing. Upon resuming hi* seat,he was again 
asked by Dr. Hamilton to pray, but flatly 
refuted. Prof Willson was then called 
upon, and offered prayer. Dr. Hamilton 
then stated that he had merely 'used the 
Unitarian cobbler as an example, as a cer- 
tain distinguished Presbyterian divine had 
done, without any intention of endorsing 
unitarianisra, but as the act had created 
dissatisfaction, he would hereafter be more 
particular. 

On Sunday morning of last week, Mr. 
L. E. Francis, long a deacon in the Chris- 
tian church, was summoned before the 
judicial bar to show cause why he should 
not be deposed from office for espousing 
tlie cause of Schweinturth, the new Christ. 
Mr. Francis replied that he had a revela- 
tion on the subject, and felt it his duty to 
continue in the office, and as between be- 
ing deposed and renouncing his new 
religious convictions, he chose to be “fir- 
ed,” whereupon the tribunal pulled the 
trigger, and Deacon Francis was discharg- 
ed in one broatLide into outer darkness. 

It is whispered that several persons in 
town, holding unorthodox views, may be 
excluded from the churches.

A abort tour through the East End 
of London has convinced us that the 
clube thereabouts are equally as singu- 
lar as the curious 'contests held In that 
quarter. 

One of the most amusing is The 
Judge and Jury. This is a society 
formed for the purpose of trying mock 
charges among its members, and is 
usually held in the parlor of some con- 
venient public house Once a week in 
the winter months, and at stated in- 
tervals at the present time. Stepney, 
Limchousc. Whitechapel, Spitalfields 
and Other typical East End localities 
all have their Judge and Jury. 

The "charges'" are always of a most 
outrageous as well as humorous de- 
scription. 

Manj' 3’cars ago bird fanciers' clubs 
wore much in vogue, but there are 
very few in existence now. . 

One of these was for the purpose of 
relieving a bBother bird-catcher when 
In distress of a peculiar kind. 

The law only allows birds to be 
caught at certain times of the year, 
and representatives of the lime and 
twig found laying down their bait out 
of season were subject to severe pen- 
alties. 

A weekly paj’ment of three pence 
or six pence to the funds of the soci- 
ety Was suRicient to secure a prompt 
payment of the penalty if caught thus 
infringing the law. _ 

Another club, pecuHar to the bird- 
catching fraternity, was once a rec- 
ognized institution, and we believe, 
although it is not conducted on such a 
large scale nowadays, that interested 
parties still meet and talk the matter 
over in a small way. 

The members are known as The 
Canaries, and th^atest idea or dodge 
discovered in transforming the humble 
sparrow into a more aristocratic bird 
changing its coat to another color was 
discussed and experiments made on the 
table. 

It was said, too, and on good 
authority, that these men were in the 
habit of further experimenting on tho 
birds by piercing them with red hot 
needles in order to mako them sing 
better, but one of tho oldest dealers in 
Bird Fair a.s.sured the writer that this 
latter experiment had never been done 
to his knowledge. 

You will find in the Ea-st End clubs for 
pickpockets and their brethren, clubs 
for beggars, who mass their takings in 
the way of victuals together and par- 
take of a meal from tho same dish; 
but one of the most curious Is tho 
Teapot Club. 

This society is supported by tho 
frequenters of cheap lodging houses, 
whose limited exchequer will allow 
them to occasionally partake of the 
fragnftit cup. 

The teapot of the lodging-house par- 
lor is the common proi>erty of the ten- 
ants. and in many of the houses a 
woman has it given into her charge, 
while those who wish for a mug of tea 
every evening can have the same guar- 
anteed on payment of from Id to l)d 
per week. i 

With the subscriptions from tho 
lodgers ‘.*slftings” at Is jier pound, aro 
purchased and brewed accordingly. 

A club.too.exists in the East End only 
open to men who have met and con- 
quered some recognized champion in 
the pugilistic world; but among some 
of the most curious we are inclined to 
number those devoted to gambling for 
such small stakes as permit lads to 
enter the arena of speculation and — 
lose. 

There arc sc>ores of these places in 
London. When standing at Spital- 
fields Church j-ou are within easy 
reach of a dozen of such haunts, and 
we are now about to enter an East End 
gambling saloon. — London Tid-Bils.

Origin of the Name as *0 Freqnently Ap- 
plied to American*. 

When General Washington was ap- 
pointed commander of the revolution- 
ary army he went to Massachusetts for 
the purpose of organizing the forces of 
which he had been put in command, 
and to make preparations for the de- 
fense of his country. There was a 
great ueed of supplies necessary to 
carry on the war successfully against 
the British. He had many difficulties 
to contend with, and found it was al- 
most Impossible to obtain arms or am- 
munition in sufficient quantities to 
equip his men. Being unable to at- 
tack in such a condition he avoided 
any immediate conflict with the ene- 
my, and, it is said, thus earned tho 
soubriquet "The American Fabius.” 
On one occasion during this anxious 
period a consultation of his officers 
and others wa.s held. At last, when it 
Boomed that no way could be devised 
to make such preparations as were 
necessary, Washington fj said to have 
remarked: “Wo must consult Brother 
Jonathan." This “Brother Jonathan" 
was Jonathan Trumbull, tUl elder, then 
Governor of Connecticut; a man in 
whom Washington always placed tho 
greatest reliance, accepting his judg- 
ment, and courting his aid in counsel. 
On this particular occasion, as on many 
othorij, “Brother Jonathan,” as the war 
Governor of Connecticut was called, 
was successful in supplj'ing many of 
tho demands of Washington's armies. 
He became a well-known figure around 
Washington’s headquarters, and it 
came to be a byword with the officers 
of Washington’s staff: "We must con- 
sult ‘Brother Jonathan.’ ” In time all 
matters pertaining to the relations of 
New England to the rest of the thirteen 
colonies were considered as fit subjects 
for consultation with “Brother Jona- 
than." In this way the soubriquet be- 
came a cant phrase for Now England- 
ers in general, and finally included all 
Americans and America, just as the 
word Yankee originally applied to New 
Englanders (Yengese, Indian for En- 
glish). has gradually been extended so 
as to include, if not the population of 
tho entire United States, at least of the 
northern portion of the country. — 
Chicago MaiL 



Of luM and Interastlag Faets Aboat the 
easy Caterpillar. 

The mission of the caterpillar may 
be considered as twofold. He has to 
reach the chrysalis stage, from which 
be will emerge as a butterfly or moth, 
and then perpetuate his speoles; and 
he is an admirable machine for the 
conversion of vegetable matter into a 
form in which it can be digested and 
relished by birds. He stands to the 
feathered world. Indeed. In exactly tho 
same position that the ox and the 
sheep occupy in relation to man. Al- 
though partial to seeds and fruits, 
birds are not vegetarians in the broad 
sense of tho term, and would starve 
had they nothing but leaves to devour, 
whether the leaves of the rose or the 
cabbage; the caterpillar then comes to 
tho rescue and forms the Intermediary 
link. He possesses an appetite of ex- 
traordinary voracity, and, in the course 
of his not very long life, eats many 
hundred times his weight of vegeta- 
bles, and converts them into a 
rich and luscious food for the birds. 
It may be said, that, in some respects, 
at least, the instinct' of caterpillars 
must be defective, or, knowing that 
their plumpness is their danger, they 
would oat less. This is no doubt true, 
but as It U true also of sheep and 
bullocks, it can hardly be made the 
subject of reproach to the caterpillar. 
But, after all. vast as is the number of 
caterpillars who go to feed the birds, 
it can not be said that birds are by 
any means their chief enemy. Their 
great foe and relentless exterminator 
is the ichneumon, against whom none 
of their cunning devices of conceal- 
ment avail, but who can discover them 
in their inmost lurking places. The 
ichneumon varies in size as greatly as 
does the caterpillar hintaclf. Some of 
then! are as long as wasps, although 
with a slender body, no thicker than a 
bodkin; some so tiny that they can 
scarce be seen with the naked eye; 
but all are alike in their habits. 
Watch one, large or small, as he set- 
tles upon a leaf. Straightway he be- 
gins to hunt up and down with 
quick, eager motion, like a dog 
quartering a turnip field for part- 
ridges. Up and down, below and above, 
prying into every cranny, he hunts, 
hurrying fromTine leaf to another until 
he finds a caterpillar. He wastes no 
time with him; he thrusts the long 
ovipositor through the skin and places 
an egg snugly there. He repeats this 
two, throe or half a dozen times, ac- 
cording to his own size and that to 
which the caterpillar will grow. His 
young ones must be fed when they are 
hatched, and it would not do to lay 
more than the caterpillar can support. 
What the sensations of the caterpillar 
aro when thus treated no one has so 
far attempted to explain. It gives a 
little wince each time the operation is 
performed, and then pursues its voca- 
tion as quietly as if nothing had hap- 
pened. There can be . no little doubt 
that it is profoundly discouraged; it 
must feel that ail its efforts to evade 
the foe have been wasted. It, doubt- 
less, knows that it has received its 
death wound; that it will never soar in 
the air as a bright-winged butterfly, 
but that its chrysalis state will be its 
last. It speaks well, then, for 
the sense of duty of the cater- 
pillar that it goes doggedly on 
as before, eating as largely and 
steadily as if nothing had occurred, 
and showing no signs of pain or dis- 
turbance at the birth of foes who soon 
begin to gnaw away in its interior. It 
is to be hoped, Indped, that it suffers 
but slightly. The organs of tho cater- 
pillar arc simple. It is a small tube,' 
and it Is probable that its sensibility is 
slight; still it is inevitable that it must, 
suffer more or less; but it goes on until 
just as it Is about to assume the 
chrysalis state, or just after it has 
done so. it dies, and the littlo Ichneu- 
mons make their way through the 
skin, and after a brief repose, fly away 
to recommence the deadly work of their 
parents. It is calculated that fully 
eighty per cent of caterpillars are 
slain by ichneumons. 

The caterpillar is distinguished for 
its imperturable good temper; no ono 
has yet witnessed a good stand-up fight 
between two caterpillars. Even when 
browsing in hundreds upon a leaf, each 
caterpillar continues its work of eating, 
wholly regardless of the multitude feed- 
ing around iL — London Standard.

FACTS FOR FARMERS. 



—Neglect of “salting tho cows” pre- 
vents good butter, good cheese and 
good milk. 

— The rutabaga has boba recommend- 
ed for cattle food these seventy years, 
and over fifty ton* of that tuber may 
be grown per acre. 

— The smaller potataoi can be util- 
ized by boiling them for stock. They 
are as valuable for that purpose as the 
larger ones. 

— The ducks commonly found in this 
country under the name of Fekln are 
not of that breed at all, but are much 
smaller. They are the White Ayles- 
qury. The Pekin Is a royal-looking 
bird, nearing a goose In size , — The 
Codder. 

— The American Cultivator advises 
against thinning forests by the annual 
removal of wood as needed, and in 
favor of making an entire clearing each 
year, and then either replanting with 
valuable timber or using the cleared 
land foi* other purposes. 

— Pure water Is essential to health. 
Diphtheria, dysentery, typhoid feveif, 
cholera are very often caused by dis- 
ease germs in drinking water. Wells 
should be at least one hundred feet 
from manure heaps, the terminus of 
kitchen drains and every deposit of 
foul matter. Rain water, properly 
filtered, is tho best drinking water. — 
F. Y. Tribune. 

— The peach does best on its own 
stock in a lighL rich, warm soil and in 
a warm climate, moderately free from 
winds. At time of planting the tree 
should not be more than a year old. 
Some prefer to plant dormant buds, 
others want seedlings, where the trees 
are to bud to the varieties wanted the 
following year. It is certain that seed- 
ling peaches are surer to live and do 
well. 

— The farming of the future must be 
gradually contracted in the number of 
acres. Less hard work over broad 
fields and closer attention to special 
paying crops on the fields that sur- 
round the house. More pasture, more 
slock and plenty of ensilage, this in- 
•uj-es the purchase of less commercial 
fertilizer and the very best results 
from the contents of the barn-yard. 

— To cure gapes, put the chickens in 
a box, tie a piece of coarse sacking or 
cheese cloth over the top, spread some 
fine air-slacked lime on tho cloth, and 
then jar it so that the fine lime will sift 
down among tho chicks. The lime in- 
haled by the chicks affects the gape 
worms so that their hold on the wind- 
pipe is loosened, and also causes the 
chicks to sneeze and cough, aud throw 
up the worms. 

— With the increased consumption 
of celery improved modes in its cult- 
ure have been adopted by progressive 
agriculturists. Numbered with these 
improved modes is the plan of bleach- 
ing celery by setting up boards a foot 
wide edgewise on either side of a row 
of plants and pulling the soil up 
•gainst the lower edge of tho board, 
•o that the light is expeled. The boards 
•re kept in position by short blocks 
notched to fit them and placed across 
the top, or any other contrivance that 
serves the same purpose. Tho chief 
advantages claimed for this mode over 
the old plan of earth-bleaching are no 
rust in warm, wet seasons, and a sav- 
ing of labor.

An Unmanly, Cownrdly nnd Utterly Un- 
American Pmctloc. 

Hazing is a practice tiiat was brought 
over to this country from England, al- 
though then it differs somewhat from 
the petty tyranny of the American 
form in that it is a sort of continuous 
slavery of younger to older students. 
There, while it is but a result of the 
spirit of caste that stamps the society 
of the people and in its oppression is 
repulsive to those who believe in man’s 
equality, it is free from the brutality 
and vulgarity which are too frequent- 
ly brought to light on this side of the 
water. 

Hazing is practiced only upon the 
students of the freshman, or first-year 
class. The uninitiated might think 
that tho youth who are distressed in 
mind because of separation from the 
home of a life-time would excite sym- 
pathy in those who have passed through 
the same experience of lonely sorrow; 
but pity is an unknown quantity in the 
breasts of college boys of the second 
year. They argue that it is but doing 
as they have been done by. and that it 
is the only cure for the chagrin which 
arises at memory of what they passed 
through during their first year. 

It is said that college faculties have 
made repeated efforts to put a stop to 
these practices. If this is true it does 
credit to their desire to do righL but it 
reflects greatly upon their ability to 
control and direct those committed to 
their care. The extont'to which these 
brutal practices are carried can not be 
known because they are done in the 
night hour, and victims are as silent 
as executioners, it being considered 
unmanly to report their persecutors. 
The number of cases of extreme bar- 
barism which are made public war- 
rants the assumption that it would be 
difficult to exaggerate the evil. 

An unmanly and cowardly practice, 
and so utterly un-American, college 
professors should transfer some of the 
eloquence employed in their lectures 
upon occult sciences to the chapel in 
denunciation of deeds which might not 
be so bad if confined to Apache Indians, 
but which are at war with all the 
teachings of humaaity and gentlemanly 
conduct — Chicago Herald.

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The Meet Important Rulee Which Should 
iioreru Thin Work. 

The influence of the wind break is 
local and almost entirely mechanical. 
It prevents the fierce sweep of winds 
over the surface of the ground, and 
therefore tends to diminish evapora- 
tion from the soil and from plants, 
especially in cold weather, and to 
lessen the mechanical injury to trees 
and bush fruits. It is apparent to all 
good obseiwers, however, that wind 
breaks are sometimes injurious. 
Therefore there must be certain rules 
to govern their planting. Tho most 
important of these rules may be briefly 
stated: 

r 1 . The wind break should not ob- 
I struct atmospheric drainage. Cold air 
Is heavier than warm air, and it there- 
fore settles into tho lower areas. Ele- 
vated areas are consequently warmer 
than low ones in still weather. Inas- 
much as these high lands are more 
wind-swept than others, it has be- 
come a common impression that tho 
wind itself is in some manner a pro- 
teqtion to fruit plantations, where- 
as the protection really cornea 
from atmospheric drainage. The wind 
break upon most of the elevated areas, 
therefore, should be open enough to 
allow of the free drainage of air. In 
such localities a tight wall of ever- 
greens is apt to be positively injurious. 
Deciduous trees, with, perhaps, a sparse 
admixture of evergreens, make the 
better wind breaks for such places. It 
should be borne in mind that the ob- 
ject is not to stop the wind, but rather 
to break its force— to check it Break- 
waters are often made of a network of 
naked spiles rather than a solid wall. 

In many interior localities a dense 
wind break on the north and west ex- 
cites an early growth of tender fruits, 
thereby Increasing danger from late 
spring frosts. Hence: 

2 . The wind break should never be 
dense enough to force the buds on fruit 
trees in those l(x»ilities which are sub- 
ject to late spring frosts. It Is evident 
therefore, that spruces and other ever- 
greens should be planted sparingly in 
such places, aud that deciduous trees, 
which do not come early into leaf, 
should be chosen. 

One of the most disastrous effects of 
winds in the orchard, and especially in 
small fruit plantations, is the sweep- 
ing of the surface of the ground, caus- 
ing excessive evaporation, carrying off 
the snow and thereby exposing the 
roots and crowns of the plants to dan- 
ger. Therefore: 

S. As a rule. In localities where at- 
mospheric drainage will not be seriouu- 
ly checked, the wind break should 
have a comparatively dense bottom, 
formed by undergrowth or low branch- 
ing trees. 

All crops closely adjoining the wind 
break suffer from lack of moisture and 
food supply, and many small plants, as 
bush fruits and nursery stock, are 
broken by the accumulating snow. 
Hence: 

4 . So far as practicable the wind 
break should be planted at a distance 
of six rods or more from the fruit 
plantation. 

In our severe climate only the most 
hardy and vigorous trees should be 
planted, or in other words: 

5 . Native trees and shrubs are pre- 
ferable for wind breaks. — L. H. Bailey,
